Taxes Up 
In Most 
Of MP >

All the local governmental ag- 
encies have submitted their bud- 
gets to the county board of super- 
visors, assessed valuations have 
been determined, tax rates com- 
Suted, and it’s bad news tonight! 

For the combined rates of city 
county, elementary and high 
school districts, fire, hospital 
and sanitary districts, mosquiic, 
harbor, and library districts, and 
junior college tuition will give 
Menlo Park taxpayers in. the 
Menlo Park and Las Lomitas 
school districts a rough time this 
year. 

Belle Haven and Suburban Park 
taxpayers will notice little change, 
and in North Palo Alto the tax 
rate has actually declined. 

In the Menlo Park School Dist- 
rict in the city the rate of $6.852 
compares with last year’s $5.834, 
an increase of 1712 per cent. In 
that part of Las Lomitas School 
District within our city limits the 
rate has gone from $6.764 to $7.805, 
an increase of 15% per cent. 

In Belle Haven the rate increas- 
ed from $6.874 to $7.065, or less 
than 3 per cent. (The increase is 
of course greater, actually 9 per 
cent, for that portion of Belle Hav- 
en that was outside a sanitary dist- 
rict for two years, but this year is 
subject to the Menlo Park Sani- 
tary District tax.) 

In North Palo Alto the tax 
rate drops from $7.004 to $6.965, 
only % of one per cent, but a 
decrease nevertheless. 

What caused the change this 
year? 

Well, first of all, the city drop- 
ped its rate from 74 cents to 73 
cents, its fifth consecutive cut. The 
city rate is now only 10.6 per cent 
of the total tax rate in the Menlo 
Park School District, 10.3 per cent 
in Belle Haven, 10.0 per cent in 
North Palo Alto and’ 9.3 per cent

It was a reasonable approach—understanding the city’s desire 
to help, but the limitations that might be caused by civic responsi- 
bility. We love ‘em for it. 

And, after an argumentative session before the planning com- 
mission, the case of Dr. Gutknecht’s fence came before the council 
in an atmosphere of cooperation and calm discussion. 

It might have been a case of unpleasantness had the Gut- 


‘ knechts and their neighbors, many of whom were present, come 


to the meeting expecting impersonal and officious treatment. 
It turned out to be a pleasure....

Way Is Cleared 
For Alien Vets 
To Get Citizenship 


Honorable service in the United 
States armed forces may mean 
quick American citizenship to 
some alieh servicemen or veter- 
ans, according to Floyd D. Grang- 
er, veterans service officer of San 
Mateo county. 

He explained this is possible 
under a new law enacted by 
Congress last June 30, similar to 
the one in effect during and 
shortly after World War II. Un- 
der the new law, non-citizens 
who serve or have served honor- 
ably in the armed forces of the 
United States fo at least ninety 
days between June 24, 1950 and 
July 1, 1955, are permitted, un-

The old saying “you get what you 
pay for,’ applies to bulbs almost 
more than any other merchandise. 
Size is most important for good 
flowers, then firmness of bulb 
and a clean, sweet smell. Double 
or triple-nosed daffodils have the 
most flowers. 


Some tender, extra care in 
planting bulbs will give you rich 
rewards.
